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President Kremer Reports to Board of Directors 


Reviews Year’s Activities and Makes Some 
Recommendations for Future 


For the past several years it has been 
customary for the retiring president to 
report upon the activities of his admin- 
istration and to make recommendations 
on policies or programs for the consid- 
eration of the incoming administration. 
Since this is the last regular meeting of 
the Board of Directors at which I will 
preside, I want to present the following 
as my report to this Board. 


DENTAL HYGIENE INSTITUTE 


The Dental Hygiene Institute, which 
is the educational and promotional in- 
strument of the Chicago Dental Society, 
has during the past year engaged in at 
least four activities that are greatly 
beneficial to dentistry. First, it has pro- 
duced a nontechnical and entertaining 
slide film, which in the past year has 
been shown to high schools and adult 
audiences totaling over 30,000. Second, 
it has published numerous articles in 
suburban newspapers and magazines on 
dental health and also in the Downtown 
Shopping News. Third, it has organ- 
ized and sponsored the second Dental 
Health Week in the Chicago area, and 
finally, it has undertaken an industrial 
diagnostic service. It is difficult to es- 
timate all of the good that has accrued 
from these activities because the entire 
program is a long term endeavor. I am 
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certain, however, that the profession and 
the public have benefited immeasurably 
from each of these activities. 

Every program of the Institute thus 
far is, I believe, worthy of being con- 
tinued and expanded. The diagnostic 
service in particular should be enlarged 
because through it more concrete bene- 
fits can be produced to prove that the 
Institute is rendering a service to the 
profession as well as to the public. There 
is no doubt that the diagnostic service 
is a means that will definitely increase 
the patient interest in mouth health. In 
addition, a recent survey has revealed 
an unanticipated value. At one plant, 
for instance, twenty-nine workers from 
a total of 182 advised the Institute’s 
representative that they customarily had 
their work done by an advertising den- 
tist. With but one exception all of these 
people were persuaded to select an ethi- 
cal dentist to do the dental work in- 
dicated by the X-ray pictures. 

The Institute since its inception has 
been supported by grants from this So- 
ciety, by contributions from the dental 
laboratories, dealers and manufacturers, 
and by $5.00 memberships from den- 
tists and laymen. The dealers have been 
enthusiastic and generous in their sup- 
port but the laboratories and individual 
dentists have been somewhat lacking. 
The reasons for this lack of whole- 
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hearted support from these two classes 
should be investigated and some means 
devised to obtain it. The Chicago Den- 
tal Society should and must continue its 
support. I recommend that the grant 
given to the Institute last year be con- 
tinued during the next fiscal year. 


MIDWINTER MEETING 


I am-sure that everyone will agree 
when I say that the 1944 Midwinter 
Meeting was an outstanding success. At 
this time I want to express my deep ap- 
preciation and thanks to every officer, 
director and committeeman for their in- 
valuable help in arranging and conduct- 
ing the program. 

There were two programs inaugurated 
at the last Meeting that were particu- 
larly successful and that I feel should 
be continued. These innovations were 
the Round Table Discussions and the 
breakfast for visiting officials. The two 
Round Table Discussions proved most 
attractive to those attending. I recom- 
mend that such discussions be included 
in future meeting programs as a part of 
the Question and Answer program, 
which is also worthy of expansion. The 
breakfast for visiting officials served a 
dual purpose. First, it enabled our 
guests to learn whatever they desired to 
know about the conduct of our meeting 
and, second, it built a tremendous 
amount of good will for the Society 
among these officials. In my opinion, 
it is worthwhile and I recommend its 
continuance. 


One of the older features of the Meet- 
ing which should be continued is the 
conduct of a prize essay competition 
and the reading of the winning essay 
at the Meeting. The 1944 competition 
was successful by all standards. Numer- 
ous entries were received from all parts 
of the country and the winning essay 
was a valuable contribution to dental 
research. I suggest that the contest pub- 
licity be prepared and submitted to all 
journals for publication earlier than last 
year. I believe that full announcement 
of the competition should appear in 


all dental journals not later than Sep- 
tember. 

During 1943 this Board, upon recom- 
mendation of its Miscellaneous Business 
Committee, approved the inauguration 
of a registration fee of $2.00 for at- 
tendance of nonmembers of the Chicago 
Dental Society at its 1944 Midwinter 
Meeting. This plan in conjunction with 
associate membership is, I feel, fair and 
equitable to all. It overcomes the criti- 
cism of the older plan whereby all who 
registered were required to become as- 
sociate members, and it accomplishes 
the purpose of the older plan in a more 
satisfactory way because it provides more 
of the needed revenue than associate 
membership. In addition, it is far more 
flexible and can be adjusted to the needs 
and conditions of the times. I recom- 
mend that this plan be continued as 
adopted. 

During the last Meeting several af- 
filiated groups anticipated that this So- 
ciety would provide free headquarters 
rooms for their groups. This was con- 
trary to our policy and the groups were 
asked to remit the charges for their 
headquarters. It is my suggestion that in 
the future no affiliated group be given 
free accommodations and that each be 
notified that a rental charge will be 
made for their headquarters room at 
the time they request accommodations 
through the central office. 


MONTHLY MEETINGS 


At this point I want to congratulate 
Dr. B. D. Friedman, Chairman of the 
Monthly Meeting Program Committee. 
He has done a splendid job in the past 
year in arranging monthly programs that 
were stimulating and educational. His 
Committee inaugurated an all clinic 
program in December that was most 
satisfactory and valuable. I hope that 
next year’s Program Committee will 
consider a repeat of this feature. 


FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW 


Under the guidance of our capable 
editor, Dr. Kesel, the prestige of the 
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Review has continued to grow. Members 
of the profession all over the United 
States and Canada are reading each is- 
sue with increasing interest. I am sure 
that the influence and usefulness of the 
REVIEW will continue. 


Tue FortnicHTLy REeEvIEW also is 
bringing news of home to those of our 
members serving overseas with the armed 
forces, for as you will recall, it is being 
mailed to those members overseas by 
first class mail. The receipt of the pub- 
lication by these men, I am sure, helps 
maintain their morale. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE ETHICS COMMITTEE 


This Committee during the past year 
has functioned exceptionally well. It has 
a difficult and sometimes thankless job 
but its members have performed their 
duties efficiently and promptly. They 
have reviewed and investigated numerous 
applications for membership, and thanks 
to their careful work only deserving and 
ethical men have been admitted to mem- 
bership. 

The biggest problems that face this 
Committee are unethical directory list- 
ings and announcements in papers or 
bulletins such as_ church organs. 
Through the efforts of this Committee 
and this Board these unethical practices 
have diminished. The Committee has 
been diligent in its efforts to enforce the 
rules about advertising in local papers. 


An accomplishment of the Society in 
the matter of ethics was its enforcement 
of the section of the Code concerning 
directory listings. Recently, as you 
know, the publisher of one of these un- 
ethical directories suspended publica- 
tion until such time as his directory 
could be revised so that it would meet 
with the approval of organized dentistry. 


ACTIVITIES OF ‘THE LEGISLATION AND 
LAW ENFORCEMENT COMMITTEE 


This Committee has had a particu- 
larly difficult task during the past year. 
Its work has not been conspicuous, but I 
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believe it has been effective and that the 
foundations have been laid for real 
progress in the future. The entire Com- 
mittee has worked diligently toward the 
passage at the next session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the amendment to 
the Dental Practice Act that was defeated 
last year. I feel that the amendment 
can be passed at the next session, but 
neither the Committee nor any of the 
members of organized dentistry should 
relax their efforts to obtain its passage 
until the bill is finally signed by the 
Governor. 


During the past year this Committee 
has been cooperating with and assist- 
ing the Department of Registration and 
Education in the prosecution of adver- 
tising laboratories. A great deal of time 
and energy has been taken to combat 


these laboratories, and I believe the pres- 


ent program will be effective. Since last 
year cases against at least seven dentists 
working with these laboratories have 
been prepared and heard by the Depart- 
ment in cooperation with the legal 
counsel of this Society and the Board 
of Dental Examiners. Other cases 
against advertising laboratories are be- 
ing prepared for hearing. Just last week 
the final appeal of four dentists who 
worked with certain advertising labora- 
tories was heard and denied by the di- 
rector of the Department. Orders for 
the revocation of. their license to prac- 
tice were signed and executed. 


CONCLUSION 


In concluding this report I wish to 
thank the officers and directors for their 
fine cooperation in their committee as- 
signments and their every assistance in 
making this one of the finest adminis- 
trations the Chicago Dental Society has 
ever experienced. The entire office staff 
is to be commended for its splendid 
assistance.

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All Clinic Program Again Proves Popular 
Installation of New Officers An Added Feature 


President Leo Kremer rang down the 
curtain on the 1943-44 season of the 
Chicago Dental Society, Thursday eve- 
ning, May 18, in the Grand Ball Room 
of the Palmer House. Twelve outstand- 
ing local clinicians gave table clinics on 
full denture construction which were, 
without exception, well conceived and 
well presented. Over three hundred and 
fifty members and guests wended their 
way about the spacious auditorium and 
were amply rewarded for their efforts. 
Program chairman B. D. Friedman was 
responsible for a suggestion that might 
well be followed at future table clinic 
meetings. He asked that those of the 
audience, who expected to watch a cer- 
tain clinic from start to finish, take their 
chairs with them. This arrangement en- 
abled the standees, as well, to get an 
unobstructed view of the proceedings. 
The clinicians, too, seemed pleased with 
this arrangement for they could tell their 
stories without interruption. 


IMPRESSIONS 


To a spectator who mapped out his 
sight-seeing tour in advance it was pos- 
sible to proceed from impression-taking, 
through all the intricacies of gothic arch 
tracing and centric relationship to the 
placing of the finished denture. Im- 
pression taking was handled by John M. 
Besser at one end of the room and 
Michael Gaudio at the other with Roy 
Eberle sandwiched in between them. Dr. 
Besser demonstrated his technic upon a 
patient and was literally surrounded at 
all times. The patient, a dentist, seemed 
somewhat bewildered by all the attention, 
although the clinician took it in stride. 


_ His closed mouth impressions evidently 


get results. Dr. Gaudio showed how to 
use a new kind of wax with individual 
trays in his demonstration of mandibular 
impressions. Dr. Eberle had a very com- 
prehensive clinic to prove why muco- 
static impressions are best. Jess Carlton 


and Ralph Libberton were a center of 
attraction. There was so much going 
on and everything was done in such 
rapid motion that a number of specta- 
tors had to have the procedures ex- 
plained twice. The patient in this case 
was a layman and he, too, took a keen 
interest in the demonstration. He wore 
a lower denture that remained in place 
so well that, as Dr. Libberton expressed 
it, “you'll need a hammer and chisel 
to get it out.” 


DENTURE TECHNIC 


Lester Boyd demonstrated the Fred 
S. Meyer technic of registering occlusion 
with a series of slides. Actual photo- 
graphs of practical cases were thrown on 
the screen. This method of teaching a 
technic has an advantage over the usual 
table clinic because any number of per- 
sons can view it at one and the same 
time. Victor Seitz, in his clinic, showed 
a fool-proof method of registering cen- 
tric relationship. M. B. Hattenhauer 
had a number of models showing the 
various steps in producing immediate 
dentures. His technic, also, was simple 
enough for anyone to follow. John C. 
Heisler and E. A. Rubin were two of 
the busiest clinicians, as well as very able | 
ones. Each of them has done consider- 
able research in the field of occlusal 
planes and had some excellent advice 
to. offer. Henry Glupker started out to 
demonstrate on a ‘patient the various 
fine points in arriving at the end re- 
sult; a good looking and well function- 
ing denture. The patient had such a 
denture but, despite lengthy coaching, 
prior to the demonstration, couldn’t 
seem to coordinate when facing an audi- 
ence. Finally, that born showman, E. 
Byron Kelly, first explained the various 
steps in the processing of acrylics and 
then, with the help of Sylvester Cotter, 
showed his audience just how to go 
about obtaining the best results.

Dentistry’s Future 


80th Illinois State Dental Society Meeting Well Attended 


The president of the American Dental 
Association included the Illinois meeting 
in his long itinerary of state conven- 
tions. The day preceding his Spring- 
field visit he spoke in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and the day following at Buffalo, New 
York. His address on “Dentistry Faces 
the Future” was stimulating and provoc- 
ative. He indicated concern about re- 
cruits for the practice of dentistry and 
pointed out that it was the duty of den- 
tists to interest young people in becom- 
ing members of this necessary profession. 


DENTISTS NEEDED 


The future will bring a tremendous 
increase in the demand for dental serv- 
ice and, in Captain Wells’ opinion, 
there will not be many more dentists 
available for civilian practice for a num- 
ber of years. He believes that the Army 
and Navy will continue to require many 
dentists to meet their needs and follow- 
ing the war the expanding programs 
of the Public Health Service and the 
Veterans’ Administration will utilize 
many more. Industry is learning the 
value of dentistry in preventing man 
hour loss and as a result President Wells 
believes that preventive dental service 
in industry will be augmented consid- 
erably. Also, public school dental health 
service will be enlarged as soon as it is 
possible to do so. He believes that the 
profession will advance immeasurably 
both in science and in health service 
from the impetus and recognition it is 
now receiving, but capable recruits to 
fill the needs must be obtained and the 
fact must be stressed that only a den- 
tist is properly trained to replace a 
tooth. 

He reported that dentistry has played 
such an important part in the war ef- 
fort and the public welfare that the 
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National Research Council has decided 
dentistry should be permitted to write 
its own history. Preliminary steps have 
been taken to begin this assignment 
which was to have been undertaken by 
nondental agencies. 


DENTAL LABORATORIES 


Captain Wells outlined a plan for ac- 
crediting dental laboratories which is 
being developed by the Prosthetic Serv- 
ice Committee of the American Den- 
tal Association. This plan will be con- 
sidered by the House of Delegates when 
it meets in Omaha. It has been dis- 
cussed in conferences with well-known 
laboratory owners who have .indicated 
that they would approve its adoption. 
The American Dental Association has 
been opposed to licensing laboratories 
because such a program would necessi- 
tate police power for its proper enforce- 
ment. The Association has hesitated to 
recommend the registration of labora- 
tories because such a procedure would 
increase the revenue of state treasuries 
without effectively controlling laboratory 
policies. Under the accrediting program 
laboratories would be examined and 
rated by a suitable committee appointed 
by the American Dental Association. 
This system would operate similarly to 
the accrediting of dental schools by the 
Council on Dental Education and of 
proprietary remedies by the Council on 
Dental Therapeutics. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


Dr. Wells envisioned a national den- 
tal health educational program more 
broad in scope than any program yet 
advanced. He stated that the best 
method for controlling dental disease 
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is through education and expressed the 
opinion that the reason draft selectees 
had such poor teeth was because there 
was no adequate educational program 
twenty-five years ago. 

More effective service can be ren- 
dered, in Captain Wells’ opinion, 
through creating a desire for dental 
treatment rather than through compul- 
sion. He called attention to the fact 
that no one dental health program can 
be all inclusive—that is the program 
will have to vary with the community 
to which it will be applied. The re- 
sponsibility for providing dental care for 
those individuals who cannot provide 
it for themselves falls upon the family, 
community, state and nation in the 
order named. 

“In keeping with the traditions that 

have made this country great,” he said, 
“the program is based on the assump- 
tion of responsibility by all concerned 
and the greatest responsibility is laid 
upon the, American community. In this 
way community funds and _ facilities 
under community control can be made 
to serve the interests of improved den- 
tal health. For this reason the Ameri- 
can Dental Association has not recog- 
nized the effectiveness of a compulsory 
health insurance system in providing 
dental care because such a system usu- 
ally nullifies local responsibility and con- 
trol.” He cautioned, however, that den- 
tistry must let the public know that it 
sees the great need for dental service and 
that the American Dental Association 
stands ready to advise any community 
on a program to meet its needs. 
, He praised the dentists serving in the 
armed forces. According to his observa- 
tions the work that they are doing 
matches that done in civilian practice. 
Dentists on the battle fronts are not 
only saving teeth but are saving life 
through the first aid they are giving to 
battle casualties. 


GOVERNOR GREEN 


Governor Green cut an Arizona vaca- 
tion short to keep his date with the 


Illinois dentists. He was the featured 
speaker at the annual banquet and out- 
lined briefly some of the policies of his 
administration. He cited the dental 
health educational program in the state 
of Illinois which has his approval but 
which he recognizes could not*have been 
possible without the help of the dental 
profession. He stated that it was the 
policy of his administration not to es- 
tablish any such program without con- 
sultation and cooperation of the group 
or profession concerned. Continuing his 
address he stated further that he was 
unalterably opposed to the New Deal 
tendency for the socialization of medi- 
cine and dentistry. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 


Despite transportation difficulties and 
the absence of many men who are in 
the armed forces 761 registered for this 
convention. At the annual business 
meeting, Wednesday evening, two 
amendments to the constitution and by- 
laws were proposed which will be voted 
upon at the next annual meeting. One 
proposes to change the rule regarding 
life members so that while members 
will still become life members after 
twenty-five consecutive years of mem- 
bership they will not be exempt from 
paying dues until they reach the age 
of sixty-five. The second amendment 
would create a research committee as a 
standing committee of the Society. 


Officers elected at the business meet- 
ting were President-elect Robert W. 
McNulty of Chicago, and Vice Presi- 
dent J. T. Yates of Springfield. The 
new councilmen elected from the Chi- 
cago District are Robert Hasterlik who 
will replace Clyde C. West and Jerome 
Wilher who will replace James A. Now- 
lan. The Council continued L. H. Ja- 
cob of Peoria as secretary and appointed 
Robert G. Kesel of Chicago as treasurer 
for the coming year. Ned Arganbright 
was installed as president of the Society 
by the retiring president Frank Hurl- 
stone. 
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West Suburban Wins Membership Contest 


Dr. Willis J. Bray, chairman of the 
Membership Committee for the Dental 
Hygiene Institute, announces that West 
Suburban Branch of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society is the winner of the Insti- 
tute’s membership contest. Dr. Werner 
J. Gresens, local chairman, is responsi- 
ble for West Suburban’s fine showing. 

While the contest is concluded, the 
Institute’s membership campaign goes 
on. It is hoped that before long all 
members of the Chicago Dental Society 
will be members of the Institute. Mem- 
bership committeemen found that many 
members of the Society still are unaware 
of the Institute’s existence, or have mis- 
conceptions concerning its function. 
When informed, most of them are glad 
to contribute their moral and financial 
support. The difficulty, however, is for 


committeemen, in these busy days, to- 


find time to call on their fellow prac- 
titioners to tell the Institute’s story. 

For the benefit of the uninitiated, the 
Dental Hygiene Institute was organized 
by the Chicago Dental Society “to pro- 
mote the public health and welfare by 
the dissemination of knowledge and in- 
formation pertaining to dental hygiene.” 
Through educational films, newspaper 
publicity, and other promotional activi- 
ties, a public awareness of the impor- 
tance of dental health is being created 
which will help to insure practices for 
dentists now in service when they return 
to civilian life at the end of the war.

SUIT TO TEST MAIL ORDER 
DENTURE STATUTE 


Voyle C. Johnson, former assistant 
state’s attorney; his wife, Margaret and 
Miss Mary E. Layton were indicted by 
the federal grand jury on May 19 to 
test validity of the federal law prohibit- 
ing mailing of dentures made from casts 
not taken by licensed dentists and 
shipped in interstate commerce. Accord- 
ing to the indictment Johnson acted as 
attorney for the United States Dental 
Company which is operated by Mrs. 
Johnson and Miss Layton. This com- 
pany is considered one of the largest 
in the country and is reputed to do a 
yearly mail order business of a_ half 
million dollars. 


HOWARD MILLER GIVEN 
LL.D. DEGREE 


One of Chicago’s prominent dentists 
was signally honored on May 11, 1944, 
when he was awarded an _ honorary 
LL.D. degree by Creighton University. 
Dr. Howard Miller, former president of 
the Chicago Dental Society and now 
trustee to the American Dental Associa- 
tion from the Eighth District was the 
recipient. Dr. Miller was voted this 
honor by the deans of the various de- 
partments and the Board of Regents 
of Creighton for his outstanding service 
to the profession of dentistry and the 
public welfare. 

Dentistry well may be proud of such 
academic recognition awarded by an 
arts and science college. 


2,955 PHYSICIANS GO TO 
SHORTAGE AREAS 


During the last two years 2955 physi- 
cians transferred from areas where their 
services could be spared to locations 
where medical service was scarce. This 
announcement was made by Dr. Frank 


H. Leahy of the War Manpower Com- 
mission’s Procurement and Assignment 
Service. No release has been made in 
regard to the number of dentists who 
have transferred to critical areas under 
the plan sponsored by the public health 
service. 

Under this program a dentist or phy- 
sician who relocates his practice is paid 
$250 a month for three months plus the 
actual cost of family travel and trans- 
portation of household effects. Three 
quarters of this amount is contributed by 
the public health service and one quar- 
ter by the community requesting the 
doctor. 


C, F. DEATHERAGE APPOINTED 
STATE DENTAL HEALTH 
DIRECTOR 


The appointment of Charles F. Death- 
erage of Springfield as chief of the state 
division of public health dentistry was 
announced recently by Dr. Roland R. 
Cross, Illinois Health Director. He re- 
places Dr. Moreland Emerson who was 
released to join the naval service. Dr. 
Deatherage, who served in the health 
department from 1933 to 1943 and who 
obtained his Master of Public Health 
degree from Harvard during that in- 
terim, resigned from the health depart- 
ment last year to enter private practice. 
He will serve in his present appointment 
on a part time basis. 


CHICAGO DENTIST GIVEN 
CITATION 


The surgeon of one of the United 
States Army Corps stationed in Italy has 
cited Carl Asher for proficiency in pro- 
fessional skill and attention to duty.

HOLLAND TO RECEIVE 
DENTAL AID 


American educators in the field of 
dentistry have interested themselves in a 
project to restore dental practice in Hol- 
land to its prewar level as quickly as 
possible following the country’s libera- 
tion. Dr. J. L. T. Appleton, dean of the 
school of dentistry at the University of 
Pennsylvania, is the leader of a unit 
which will give courses in dentistry at 
Utrecht University in Holland as soon 
as conditions permit. Dr. Appleton has 
appointed Lester W. Burket as head of 
the committee to give four week courses 
which will be prepared in both the Eng- 
lish and Dutch languages. 

All material and instruments needed 
for practical demonstrations will be ob- 
tained in the United States through the 
cooperation of dental supply houses. 
Dean Appleton has offered to put at the 
disposal of the committee all technical 
books and publications of which Penn- 
sylvania University possesses more than 
one copy. The committee will be known 
as the “Ivory Cross Expedition” in honor 
of the “Ivory Cross,” the Netherlands 
association for the elimination of dental 
decay of which Princess Juliana is hon- 
orary president. 

The committee expects there will be 
much dental decay among the Dutch 
population due to the undernourishment 
and lack of vitamins which have fol- 
lowed the occupation of the Netherlands 
by the Nazi forces.
